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AMENDMENT TO THE CLAIMS 

1. (Currently Amended) A method for receiving subscriber content-choice information, 
comprising: 

receiving content information describing at least one subscriber's content 

selections; 

receiving clickstrcam data describing commands entered while viewing the at 
least one subscriber's content selections; 

merging the clickstream data with the categorized content details to generate 
subscriber content choice data describing the clickstream data, the content details, and a 
time associated with the clickstream data: 

calculating a probability that the at least one subscriber will continue to view 
content that follows at least one of a category of content and a genre of content; 

collecting subscriber contont - choico data from a plurality of service providers, 
each service provider collecting the subscriber content choice data from their respective 
subscribers, each subscriber's contont - choico data related to a subscriber's viewing 
preferences for content, and e ach subscrib e r's cont e nt choic e data d e scribing an e v e nt 
record comprising a conmiand of interest from tho subscriber, a timo associated with tho 
command of int e r e st, a typ e of a s e rvic e provid e r that provid e s th e cont e nt chosen by th e 
subscriber, and a name of tho service provider providing tho subscriber's chosen content; 

storing the subscriber content-choice data in a database that stor e s t e l e vision 
program data and Intomot program data ; 

receiving a request for the subscriber content-choice data , the request specifying 
tho typo of the service provider ; 

querying the database for the subscriber content-choice data associated with the 
typo of tho service provider ; and 

retrieving r e sponding to th e r e qu e st with the subscriber content-choice data emd 
with tho event timeline . 
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2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising assigning a 
classification to the subscriber subscriber's content-choice data. 

3. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the subscriber content-choice data 
comprises data relating to a television program received by the subscriber. 

4. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 3, wherein the subscriber content-choice data 
comprises at least one of date information and time information related to the television 
program. 

5 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the subscriber content-choice data 
further comprises data relating to the subscriber. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 5, wherein the data relating to the subscriber 
comprises a subscriber identifier. 

7. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 5, wherein the data relating to the subscriber 
comprises demographic data. 

8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the subscriber content-choice data 
fiirther comprises data relating to a subscriber system. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, fiirther comprising classifying wh e r e in 
collecting the subscriber content-choice data based on a viewing time associated with the 
at least one subscriber's content selections comprises receiving an extensible Markup 
Language file having linear data describing the typo of the service provider, the name of 
th e s e rvic e provid e r, and a location associat e d with th e s e rvic e provid e r . 

10. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the subscriber content-choice data 
comprises data relating to an advertisement received by the subscriber. 
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1 1 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the subscriber content-choice data 
comprises data relating to a viewing pattern of the subscriber. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein receiving the request for the 
subscriber content-choice data comprises receiving a standardized [[an]] electronic 
request form from a that is standardiz e d for all th e service provider provid e rs . 

13. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising periodically sending the 
requesting that tho sorvico providers sond thoir rospoctivo subscriber content-choice data 
for storage in the database. 

14. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, fiirther comprising sorting the coll e ct e d 
subscriber content-choice data. 

15. (Currently Amended) A system for receiving and distributing content-choice information, 
comprising: 

a processor executing code stored in memory, the code causing the processor to: 

receive content information describing at least one subscriber's content selections: 

receive clickstream data describing commands entered while viewing the at least 
one subscriber's content selections: 

merge the clickstream data with the categorized content details to generate 
subscriber content choice data describing the clickstream data, the content details, and a 
time associated with the clickstream data: 

calculate a probability that the at least one subscriber will continue to view 
content that follows at least one of a category of content and a genre of content: 

calculate another probability that the at least one subscriber will terminate an 
advertisement based on a consistency of the genre of content presented in a multiple 
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program sequence over a specified time interval at least one of preceding and subsequent 
to the advertisement; 

means for collecting subscriber content choice data from a plurality of service 
providers, each service provider collecting the subscriber content - choice data from thoir 
r e spective subscribers, each subscriber's content choice data related to a subscriber's 
viewing proforoncos for content, and each subscriber's contont - choico data describing an 
event r e cord comprising a command of int e r e st fi'om th e subscrib e r, a tim e associat e d 
with the command of interest, a typo of a service provider that provides the content 
chosen by the subscrib e r, and a nam e of th e s e rvic e provid e r providing th e subscrib e r's 
chosen content; 

store means for storing the subscriber content-choice data in the memory a 
database that stores television program data and Intomot program data ; 

m e ans for m e rging th e e v e nt r e cord with data d e scribing th e subscrib e r's chos e n 
content to form an event timeline that describes the clickstream data and the content 
details subscrib e r's cont e nt s e l e ctions over a period of time; 

receive means for receiving a request for the subscriber content-choice dataHhe 
r e qu e st sp e cifying th e type of the servic e provid e r ; 

query the memory means for querying for the subscriber content-choice data 
associated with the type of the s e rvic e provid e r ; and 

send the event timeline in response to the request moans for responding to the 
r e qu e st with th e subscrib e r cont e nt choic e data and with th e e v e nt tim e lin e. 

16. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, further comprising means for assigning a 
classification to the subscriber's content-choice data. 

17. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, fiirther comprising means for receiving 
data relating to television programs received by the subscriber. 

18. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, fiirther comprising means for receiving at 
least one of date information and time information related to a television program. 
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19. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, further comprising means for receiving 

data relating to the subscribers. 

20. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, further comprising means for receiving a 
subscriber identifier. 

21. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, fiirther comprising means for receiving 
demographic data. 

22. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, fiirther comprising means for receiving 
data relating to a subscriber system. 

23. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 15, wherein the code further causes the 
processor to classify the subscriber content-choice data based on a viewing time 
associated with the at least one subscriber's content selections further comprising moans 
for r e c e iving an extensibl e Markup Languag e fil e having lin e ar data d e scribing th e typ e 
of the scr\icc provider, the name of the service provider, and a location associated with 
th e s e rvice provider . 

24. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, further comprising means for receiving 
data relating to an advertisement received by the subscriber. 

25. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, fiirther comprising means for receiving 
data relating to the viewing patterns of the subscriber. 

26. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 15, further comprising means for receiving an 
electronic request form that is standardized for all the service providers . 
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27. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 15, further comprising means for periodically 
receiving the requesting that the service provides send thoir rospoctivo subscriber content- 
choice data for storage in the database . 

28. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, fiirther comprising means for sorting the 
collected subscriber content-choice data.

31. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, further comprising means for selecting 
the subscriber content-choice data based on geographic location. 

32. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, further comprising means for selecting 
the subscriber content-choice data based on subscriber classification data. 

33. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, fiirther comprising means for selecting 
the subscriber content-choice data based on data relating to television programs viewed 
by a plurality of subscribers. 

34. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, fiirther comprising means for selecting 
the subscriber content-choice data based on data relating to advertisements viewed by a 
plurality of subscribers. 

35. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 15, further comprising means for selecting 
the subscriber content-choice data based on at least one of a viewing date and a 
geographic location. 

36. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable physical medium m e dia storing computer 
program code for performing a method, the method comprising: 
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receiving content information describing at least one subscriber's content 

selections; 

receiving clickstream data describing commands entered while viewing the at 
least one subscriber's content selections; 

merging the clickstream data with the categorized content details to generate 
subscriber content choice data describing the clickstream data, the content details, and a 
time associated with the clickstream data; 

calculating a probability that the at least one subscriber will continue to view 
content that follows at least one of a category of content and a genre of content; 

calculating another probability that the at least one subscriber will terminate an 
advertisement based on a consistency of the genre of content presented in a multiple 
program sequence over a specified time interval at least one of preceding and subsequent 
to the advertisement; 

coll e cting subscrib e r cont e nt choic e data fi'om a plurality of s e rvic e provid e rs, 
each service provider collecting the subscriber content - choice data fi'om thoir rospoctivo 
subscrib e rs, e ach subscriber's content choice data r e lat e d to a subscrib e r's \i e wing 
prcfcrcncos for contont, and each subscriber's content - choico data describing an ovont 
r e cord comprising a command of int e r e st fi'om th e subscrib e r, a tim e associat e d with th e 
command of interest, a type of a service provider that provides the content chosen by the 
subscrib e r, and a nam e of th e s e rvic e provid e r providing th e subscrib e r's chos e n cont e nt; 

storing the subscriber content-choice data in a database that stores television 
program data and Lit e m e t program data ; 

forming an event timeline that describes the clickstream data and the content 
details over a period of time; 

merging the event record with data describing the subscriber's chosen contont to 
form an e v e nt tim e lin e that d e scrib e s th e subscrib e r's cont e nt s e l e ctions ov e r a p e riod of
